In accordance with a Resolution Rese at the meeting of the Bhagalpur Landholders’ 
Association, held on the 24th instant, I beg most respectfully to submit to you a copy of 
the momorial relating to the Council election adopted at the meeting, and pray that you may 
bo pleased to forward the same to Government with such favourable remarks thereupon as 
you may think fit.

The bumble memorial of the Bhagalpur Land- 
holders’ Assooiation. 


Most RESPECTFULLY SHEWETH: 


That your memorialists desire to ae your Honour with this humble re: ntation 
regarding the Resolution No. 215A.D., dated the 13th May 1901, Mish pis in the Supple- 
meat to the Oaleutta Gazette of the 22nd May 1901, and the Notification No. 217. b, 
dated the 13th May 19)1, published in the Calcutta Gcastte of the 15th May 1901, inviting 
tho Distriot Boards of the Peta Division to recommend a member for the Looal oil. 

That your memorialists feel aggrieved that the Bhagalpur Division has not been invited 
to nominate a member this year. Hiver since the creation of the reformed Legislative Council 
in 1893, the ra oat Division has not been represented by a member chosen by its own 
constituencies. 1895 the District Boards of the Bhagalpur Division were invited to 
nominate a member in of a scheme of rotation which had been determined by the 
Government of Sir ‘les Elliott by its Resolution, dated the 25th March-1893. The 
election, however, proved infructuons for reasons to which it is unnecessary to call attention, 
though, to your humble memorialists, it wasa matter of persons! gratification that their 
President, the Maharaja of Gidhour, was on that occasion nominated to a seat in the Council. 
‘Under the scheme of rotation it was tho turn of this Division to reoommend a member to the 
— ca tees: aa the et i not bien to exercise ah baie v 

at year, as it was deemed necessary, interests an important io measure, 
Seana Municipal Bil, to confer the right of nominating a member upon the Presidency 
HVisLOn. 5 

Obviously, under the circumstances, your memorialists felt that this Division was entitled 

to the privilege at the earliest opportunity, when the constituencies would again be invited ta 















nominate their members, Laver gs > dt now ovourred; but your memorialists 
regret to find that the expectations which they have so long entertained are as far from 
realization as ever, th sheer force of cireumstanoes, Bhagalpur las till now been less 
fortunate than the other Divisions in the Province. Every Division has since 1893,twice 
| the privilege of nominating a member to the Council. » The Presidency Division 
exercised the privilege three times; the Patna Division will have exercised it thrice, when 
its District Boards will have returned a member this year. Your memorialists heg leave 
Pow tanta to submit that in point of wealth, culture and public spirit, this Division is 
fit to take its place by the side of the most advanced Divisions in the Province. 

The scheme of rotation sketched in the Resolution of the 25th March 1893 is illustrative, 
and Sir Charles Elliott did not consider himself and his successors bound by it. Your 
memorialists submit that it was with reference to this reservation and the necessities of the 
occasion that in the year 1899, the Municipalities of the Bhagalpur Division were not 
invited to return a member for the Council. If this Division were to wait until other 
Divisions had enjoyed that privilege in due course of rotation, the District Boards of this 
Division will come in in the year 1903, and the Municipalities in the year 1907, Your 
memorialists, however, venture to submit that when in the year 1899 Bhagalpir was not 
called upon to nominate « member, it was never intended that it was to lose one chance 
altogether. On the contrary, the people of Bhagalpur have always hoped, and have been 
suffered and encouraged to indulge in the hope, that their claims would be considered at the 
earliest opportunity. Now that such an opportunity has come, it would be a grievous 
disappointment to tha people if their claims be again overlooked. ‘I'he poople hail the 
peritge as an inestimable boon to them, and cannot adequately thank the Government 

it. How highly this privilege is valued will appear from the addresses which were 
presented to your Honour when you were pleased to visit Bhagalpur in July 1899. 
The Municipal address thus referred to this matter :— ° 


“According to the rotation originally prescribed by the Government, it will be the turn 
of the Municipalities of the Bhagalpur Division to recommend a member for appointment to 
the Bengal Legislative Council on the retirement of the Hon’ble Member of the Chittagong 
Division. , "We hope that this arrangement may be adhered to, and the Municipalitios of this 
Division will be called upon by the Government at the time proposed to exercise the privilege 
of election, which privilege, we need hardly say, is much valued by us,” 


Your memorialists of the Bhagalpur Landholders’ Association also approached your 
Honour with an address in which they pointedly called attention to the fact that this Division 
had not returned a member since the creation of the reconstituted Council. They said as 

follows :— 








“Woe highly value the privilege which has beon conferred on the people of electing their 
representatives to the Local Legislative Oouncil. According to the rotation previo laid 
down, it will be the turn of the Municipalities of this Division to recommend a member for 
a seat in the Bengal Council on the retirement of the Hon'ble Member for Chittagong. We 
hope and trust that this Division will not be deprived of its turn, more davasinlly as, since 
tho privilege has been granted, this Division has not been fortunate enough to have a member 
in the Council as recommended by the representatives of the people, though the appointment 
of the President of this Association, as a member of it, when a tie took place at the election 
in the Division in the year 1895, was doubtless gratifying to us.” 

Your Honour's reply is thus reported in the Bihar Nets, a local weekly :— 

“Tis Honour said that the Municipalities of the Bhagalpur Division, to recommend a 
member for appointment to the Bengal Legislative Council, must of necessity await their 
turn, as it comes to them after the retirement of tho Hon’ble Member of the Chittagong 
Division and that of the Dacca Division next year. He had promised the clection to the 


seat next year to tho Dacca Division, after which only the Bhagalpur Division will get 
its turn in rotation.” 


That your momorialists gather from the reply of your Honour that the turn of the 
Bhagalpur Division would como after the retirement of the Hon’ble Member of the 
Chittagong Division and after the claims of the Dacca Division had been satisfied. Both 
these Deus have now Leon fulfilled; and your memorialists naturally looked forward to 
their Division being invited in 1901 to nominate a member to the Counail. 

It is trae that the Notifigation has already appeared in the Gazette inviting the Patna 
Division to nominate a member. But your memorialists feel that their prayer is such a 

just one and that the considerations in favour of their exercise of this much valued privile, 
Bre 80 overwhelming that they are confident that from a just, wise and beueticent ruler of 
your Honour’s wide experience and large administrative capacities, they cannot but receive 
sympathetic and indulgent hearing, avd that your Honour would be pleased to invite the 
vision to which they belong to ncminate a member this year to your Honour’s Council, - 
~ And your memorialists, as in duty bound, shall ever pray.

1 aM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your memorandum No. 920J.,, 
dated the 31st May 1901, forwarding a memorial, dated the 80th idem, from 
the Bhagalpur Landholders’ Association, praying that the Bhagalpur Division 
may be invited to nominate a member this year to the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
Council, and to reply as follows. 

2. Under the Regulations framed in 1893 under section 1 (4) of the 
Indian Councils Act, provision was made for the nomination to seven seats 
the Lieutenant-Goyernor on the recommendation of certain bodies, Among 
these bodies were— 


(B) such Municipal Corporations or groups of Municipal Corporations 
other den the Corporation aot “Calcutta as tthe Lieutenant- 
Governor may from time to time prescribe; and 

(C) such District Boards and groups of District Boards as the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor may from time to time prescribe. 


Two seats in the Council wero assigned for the recommendation of each of 
these two bodies, and the Municipalities and District Boatds of the Provinee 
were grouped respectively by divisions in distinct portions of the scheme of 
rotation then proposed for the purpose of making such recommendations. 
These two bodies are quite distinct, and, in the absence of any special reason, 
the seats assigned to one never have been and cannot be offered to the other 
for recommendations to be submitted. ‘The whole memorial now under consi- 
deration is based on the erroneous assertion that the Bhagalpur, Division 
should be regarded as a single constituency. This is not the case, and never 
has been the intention of Government. For purposes of representation in the 
Council, the Municipalities of the Division are separate from the District 
Boards of the Division. The latter had their turn in 1895, The turn of the 
former is not due till next year. 


3. The seat for which the District Boards of Patna have been invited 
to nominate a candidate is that to be vacated on 27th July next by the Hon’ble 
Babu Baikantha Nath Sen, the representative of the Burdwan District Boards. 
The last occasion on which the District Boards of Patna elected a representative 
for nomination was in 1893, and since that date the District Boards of every 
Division have been invited once each to select a candidate, the Bhagalpur 
Division having its turn in 1895, The turn of the District Boards of the Patna 
Division has therefore come round again, and, in the absence of any special 
grounds, the Lieutenat-Governor sees no reason for inviting the District Boards 
of the Bhagalpur Division to nominate this year in supersession of the claims 
of the District Boards uf the Patna, Chittagong and Dacca Divisions. In the 
ordinary course the turn of the District Boards of the Bhagalpur Division will 
come in 1904. 

4, Owing to special reasons which were set forth at the time, it was in 
1899 considered desirable to invite the Municipalities of the Presidency Division 
to nominate a candidate for one of the seats assigned to Municipalities, so that 
the turns of the Municipalities of the Dacca and Bhugalpur Divisions, which 
then stood next in order on the roster drawn up in 1893, were Soenets 
postponed. In 1900 the representative of the Chittagong group of Munici- 
palities vacated his seat, and the Dacea were invited to nominate a 
candidate. This year the representative of the Presidency group of Munici- 
nine vacates his seat, and in the ordinary course the Municipalities of the 

hagalpur Division would have been invited to recommend a successor; but 
alg the modification of the rules which came into force in June 1900 (as 
the Bhagalpar Landholders’ Association were informed in my "6 
letter of 2nd March 1900) not more than one seat in the Council may be . 
assigned on the recommendation of groups of Municipalities. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is therefore precluded from inviting the Bhagalpur Municipalities to 


* nominate a candidate for a seat in the Council ‘until the representative of the

"Ix 1897 the number of convicts admitted to the jails in the Province rose to 
an extraordinarily high figure, but the numbors returned tothe ordinary ay erage 
in the two succeeding years. In 1900, however, there has again been a most 
marked rise from 30,600 to 39,324—a figure which has only been excoeded 
during the decade in 1897. It does not* of course fall within the province 
of the Jail D ent to comment on the reasons for this increase, which 
must be looked for in the report on the polico administration, but tho increaso 
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has been most marked in the short-term prisoners, especially those con: 
victed for theft, and among the jails showing the greatest rise are thoo, 
of the Chota Nagpur and Ori ivisions, where alone during the past 
year scarcity has been felt. In spite, however, of the number of apie 
of convicts falling in the years 1898 and 1899 to the average of the six y 

receding 1897, the average jail population of convicts has during these years 

n considerably higher than in any year before 1897. In the year under 

review the average jail population of convicts alone has risen from 17,265 to 
18,453; in 1897 the ayerage population of conviets was 17,366; and as the 
number of admissions in the two following years was not greater than 
before the famine, the rise in the average population can only be due to an 
increase in the number of long sentences, that is, in the number of persons 
convicted for serious crimes. From a jail point of view, the position deserves 
serious consideration. Excluding hospitals and observation cells, the jails 
of the province provide altogether accommodation for an average of 17,808 
convicts. During the year the average convict population (excluding the sick) was 
17,332, ‘The margin is dangerously narrow, and even with the freest 
system of transfers, it is impossible to avoid serious overcrowding in some of 
as jails where the prisoners are chiefly short-term convicts, The system of 
cubicles is being gradually introduced, and it is clear that, if the average 
pom continues so high, it will be necessary to add considerably to the 
jail accommodation, 

2. The statistics of the convicts disclose no very striking variations from 
the previous years. Roughly 2 per cent. more were Hindus, and the proportion 
of Muahammadans decreased by the same amount. The number of jlliterates 
remained constant at 89°97 per cent. of the whole, but the percentage of the 
cultivating class was slightly lower at 55-99 per cent. ‘The number of habitual 
convicts admitted during the year rose to 7,000, The number of juvenile 
prisoners rose from 307 to 471, of whom 43 were girls. As only 7 of these 
were sent to the depdt for girl convicts at Bhagalpur, it is presumed that the rest 
were sentenced to terms shorter than three months, The very considerable rise 
in the number of juvenile offenders sent to jail is unsatisfactory, and it is hoped 
that it arises from merely temporary causes and does not mean that the courts 
are paying less attention to the more suitable methods provided by law for 
dealing with juvenile offenders. The number of cases in which solitary 
confinement formed part of |the sentence has risen from 85 to 307, and this 
form punishment has been more frequently used for the purposes of jail 
discipline. 

B. The mortality in the jails almost throughout the Province was 
unusually high: the death-rate rose from 23°4 to 40°3, and was higher than it 
had been since 1804, The report was silent as to the causes of this abnormal 
rise, but careful explanation was very plainly needed, 

The Inspector-General now represents rightly that the year was an 
unhealthy one : the provincial death-rate was 36°63 as compared with 31°21 for 
1899 and 26-52 for 1893. In nearly every district thedeath-rate was greatly 
above the average. The price of food-grains ruled high throughout the 
Province in consequence of the large exports to the famine-stricken districts 
of Western India. Except in Palamau and parts of Ranchi, thgxe was no actual 
famine, but the high price of grain everywhere no doubt dré¥e many of the 

rer classes to crime. Tho statistics fin Statement No. XVII show that'the 
h death-rate of last year was directly due to the poor condition in which 
so many of the prisoners were admitted. While the death-rate among prisoners 
who had been less than six months in jail was 54:7 per thousand, it was onl 
86 per thousand ‘among those between six months and a year in jail, 27° 





» among those from one to two years, 22:4 among those from two to three years. 


Another cause of the high mortality in the jails was the lence of * 
tholera. The Inspector-General reports that there were cases of this di i 
18 of the central ‘and district jails aud in several of the subsidiary jai oa 
there were 78 deaths, Out of a death-rate of 47 per thousand among under- 
trial prisoners, no less than 9°9 was due to cholera, contracted in 

évery case either before arrival in jail, or while at ing court, Tho death. 
tate from cholera among convicts was 4°2 per thousand, and if this diseaso were

excluded, the death-rate would be 35:4. In 1898 there were only 3 deaths 

from this disease and the same number in 1899, In neagly every instance ‘the 

introduction of cholera @as clearly traced to newly-udmitted prisoners or to 

trial prisoners attending court. There was a severe epidemic of cerebro- 

inal fever at the Bhagalpur Central Juil, which resulted in 17 deaths. Too 

is known about this disease at present to say what is its cause or how it 

can be guarded against, The large number of deaths from phthisis and 

jeumonia is attributed to overcrowding and defective ventilation caused by 

the unusual number of convicts, which kept most of the jails filled almost to 
the limit of their capacity. 

The Inspector Genoa of Jails also attributes part of the high death-rate 
of the year to the absence of many of the most experienced Superintendents. 
Owing to the recall to military duty of so many officers, only 19 of the 48 juils 
of Bengal were under the charge of officers of the Indian Medical Service; 
the others wero under the superintendence of Military Assistant Surgeons, 
native Assistant Surgeons, or medical men temporarily engaged, who, though 
they may be sufficiently careful in their treatment of the sick, are not equally 
attentive to all the little details of management on which to so great an extent 
the healthiness of a jail depends, This may be true, but other Provinces 
suffered from the same disadvantage, 

4, Coming now to details, it appears that, of the 48 central and district 
jails in the Province, ia 12 the death-rate was below 25 per thousand, and in 
16 below 30 thousand. These 16 jails include 5 out of the 8 central 
jails, which habitually show much better results than district jails, being on 
the whole much better constructed, and no doubt better managed, while as 
a rule only selected prisoners are sent to them. 

In the following 11 jails the death-rate exceeded 60 per thousand— 
Burdwan, Hooghly, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Mymensingh, Faridpur, Barisal, 
Chittagong, Chapra, Motihari and Daltonganj. In 4 of these, Hooghly, 
Chapr: Motihari and Daltonganj, there were severe epidemics of cholera, 
The thet jails in the list are all situated in the most unhealthy districts in 
the Province, and ordinarily show death-rates greatly above the provincial 
ayerage, Four of these jails (Jalpaiguri, Mymensingh, Faridpur and 
Motihari) were selectod as representative, and the table below shows the 
dea‘h-rate of the corresponding districts and of the districts (and their jails)

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The Inspector-General has submitted a detailed explanation of the high 
mortality in the four jails as below :— 

Jalpaiguri Jail.—There were six deaths—three dué to malarial fever or ifs 
sequela, two to diarrhoea, and one to a hg The casualty roll shows’ 
that five of these prisoners were noted as being in bad hoalth when admitted 
into jail and one in indifferent health; four were sent straight to hospital on 
admission, three of whom died within a month, and the fourth in little’ more 
than two months. But for these deaths the death-rate would have been 
27-9 instead of 83:8. With an average jail population of only 70, at varia- 
tions in the death-rate must be tigen The jail showed a low death- 
rate for the previous quinquennium, in two years of which no death 
occurred. No fault is to bo found with the jail itself, which is on the latest 
plan; it is supplied with a Pasteur-Chamberland filter, and the prisoners are 
allowed a ration of meat four times a week. Dinajpur showed a lower death- 
ene as the quinquennial average, but such variations cannot be satisfactorily 
explained. : 

@ Mymensingh Jail.—There were 31 deaths. The principal causes were 
dysentery ay, pneumonia (6), and general debility (3). Of those who» died, 6 
were in good health onadmission, 15 were admitted in indifferent health, and 10 
in bad health. During the year temporary buildings had to be erected to 
provide accommodation for fhe prisoners in excess of the capacity of the 
permanent wards, it being impossible to find room in the Dacea or any other 
jail for the excess. There was no overcrowding in any of the wards, but too 
many buildings were and are still crowded within the euclosure., The new 
two-storey barrack which has been sanctioned will, when completed, make it 

ossible to clear away the temporary buildings. The quinquonnial death-rate 
in the Dacca Jail was only 15°8; the death-rate in it has been very low for 
some years; only selected prisoners are sent to it, as in the case of other 
cantoel jolla’ it has been built on the most recent plan, and above all it has 
been under the charge of one of the most experienced and careful medical 
officers of the Province. 

Faridpur Juil—There were 29 deaths: 14 due to dysentery, 6 to 
pneumonia, and 3 to phthisis, This is a very badly constructed jail, the 
wards being on a bad plan and all crowded together, During the year it was 
under the charge of a temporarily engaged medical officer, inexperienced in 
jail management, and there was injudicious management in the allotment of 
iahoar and a want of care in bringing under treatment prisoners who were in 

oor condition, The death-rate for the five previous years in the small 

oakhali jail was 11-2, there haying been no deaths in two of the years. 

Motihars Jail.—There were 27 deaths, 7 due to cholera, 6 to diarrhcea or 
dysentery, 5 to anemia and general debility, and 4 to pneumonia. Of the 20 
who died from diseases other than cholera, 8 were reported to be in good 
health on admission, 7 in indifferent health, and 5 in bad health. This isa 
well-constructed jail, but the district adjoining the Terai is notoriously 
unhealthy. 

6. Of the remaining eleven jails, Burdwan, Hooghly, and perk 
on the average of the previous five years, fairly healthy, Barisal an 
steadily improved during the previous two years as the result of more 
construction. The jails on ‘which the attention of the Inspector-General 
must be carefully concentrated during the current year aro Rangpur, Faridpur, 
Barisal, Motihari and Daltonganj. The last, the only onowhich the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has not himself seen, is a discredit to the administration. It 
is a small jail, but the death-rate is always the worst in the Province, and

the jails, excluding public works charges, was Rs. 15,75,727, or an average o' 
Rs, 75-14-5 per prisoner. The total public works charges amoun' to 
Rs. 98,762, which included the cost of building three new subsidiary jails. In 
soveral jails the repairs and construction works were carried out by jail labour, 
and, vided this is done under proper supervision, it is an economical and 
desirable method of employing prison labour. ; 

8, During the year the scheme for improving the warder service by 


readjusting the grades and increasing the pay was sanctioned by the Government * 


of India, It is hoped that the service will now be sufficiently attractive to 
facilitate recruitment and strengthen discipline, 
9. There is one other matter on Shich the Lieutenant-Governor would 
have been glad to see some remarks by the Inspector-General. Three years 
ago the system of marks for good conduct was certainly not understood by the 
convicts in general. It was the exception to find a convict who kuew how 
much remission of his punishment he had actually earned. It is now rare to 
find a convict who does not, and it should be at last possible to judge whether 
the system is in trath effective in the prevention of prison offences and worth 
the trouble it entails. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot say that the evidence 
of the returns is very satisfactory. In 1896, on a prison population of 15,895, 
there were 35,548 prison offences, a ratio of 2-2 per prisoner; in 1900, on a 
prison population of 18,453, there were 41,576 prison offences, still a ratio 
of 22. ‘The character of the prison offences seems to have been also 
unchanged for the better. In 1896 the major punishments were 9 per cent. of 
the total; in 1900 they were 11:2 per cent. But these are figures for the 
grand total of the prisoners. The mark system is applied only to prisoners 
whose term exceedsa year. The figures have therefore been taken out for the 
eight central jails, where the system must apply to all the prisoners. In 
these eight jails the number of prisoners in 1896 was 8,464; the number of 
prison offences 18,892; the number of major punishments 2,654 ; the ratios 2:2 
and 14:0, respectively. In 1900 the number of prisoners was 9,766; the 
number of offences 22,855; of major punishments 3,426; the ratios 2°3 and 
15°0, respectively. The Inspector-General has eisowhere expressed the opinion 
- that the mark system does improve the discipline and behaviour of the coavicts 
to whom it is applicable. The figures so far do not support the opinion; but 
they are not conclusive fora reason to be presently given. The Lieutenant- 
Governor, however, desires that the matter will receive the special attention 
of the Inspector-General in his next report. The reason why the figures are 
not conclusive is this. The returns show extraordinary differences in the 
number and character of the prison offences in the different central jails. In 
Dacca there are 43 offences for every 100 convicts: in Bhagalpur there are 
$28: in Dacea 8 are followed by major punishments; in Bhagalpur 60. It 
seems improbable that there should ‘be such violent difference between the 
character of the convicts at Dacca and at Bhagalpur. But in Calcutta there are 
twocentral jails within a quarter of mile of euch other. In the Alipore Jail in 
1900 there were 334 cttsitbes per hundred prisoners and 52 major punish- 
ments; in the Presidency Jail there were 357 offences and 38 major punish- 
ments. In 1896 it was exactly the other way. The Inspecter-General 
explains these remarkeble discrepancies by the idiosynerasies of Jail Superin- 
tendents, One man records ory Oe however slight ; another overlooks 
‘and omits the trifling ones. The Lieutenant-Governor suggests that it is the 
function of the Inspector-General to bring these idiosyncrasies somewhat closer 
">a common standard; and he must at the least, by the maintenance in 
“*sdividual jails of a single method, secure the record of some positive evidence,

The Report for the year 1889 and the Resolution recorded upon it. 


The convalescent side of the Eden Sanitarium at Darjeeling remained 
open from 11th March to 3rd November 1900, and the hospital portion through- 
out the year, The number of admissions fell from 428 to 384, a number lower 
than the lowest figures recorded during any of the past ten years, The 
decrease occurred among the patients admitted to the second and third classes, 
and is attributed to the reduction in the number of visitors to Darjeeling caused 
by the disaster of 1899, The admissions in other classes show an increase. 

2. Of the 384 persons admitted during the year, 280 were patients and 
104 relatives and friends, against 352 and 76, respectively, in the previous year. 
The daily average number of patients shows a decrease from 38°64 to 21°17, 
and the average length of time spent by each patient in the institution was 
much less than in the previous year, Debility and malarial fever were as usual 
the most common complaints, and accounted for 70 and 97 admissions, respec- 
tively. Four patients died against ten in 1899, while 15 left relieved and 261 
completely cured. The total number of operations shows a slight reduction, 
viz., from 84 to 80, but all of them proved successful. Nine persons at 
different times occupied free beds against 12 in the previous year. As remarked 
last year, there is still plenty of room for public charity to supplement and 
extend this most useful form of help. 

8. The total income of the institution amounted to Rs, 27,799 against 
Rs, 36,800 in 1899, thus showing a decrease of Rs, 9,001, which is due to the 
reduction in the number of patients. The expenses, on the other hand, rose 
from Rs. 34,398 to Rs. 85,372, chiefly owing to the inclusion of Rs. 4,709, cost 
of fittings and furniture of the Surgical Block lately purchased. The year 
closed with a balance of Rs, 4,849, The average daily cost of diet per patient 
was the same as in the previous year, viz., Re. 1-6,

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 


TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL VA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF MAY 1901. 


Weatner during May was not of a noticeably excepti character, thon the” 


meteorological elements, and especially pressure, underwent rather large and rapid oscillations 
at times. erhe air was oomparatively still, and no serious disturbance occurred, though the 
the occurrence of such disturbances is not unfrequent towards the end of the month, The 
only cyclonic storm over the Bay began about the end of the third week and was of the 
feoblest kind. After it entered the north of the Bay it became diffused and was followed by 
a general fall of pressure over the Province and Assam. Towards this low pressure area the 
moist winds from the Bay flowed freely for a few days and gave a fair amount of rain 
to the extreme east. About the end of the month the rainfall area extended westward and 
the showery weather became general over the Province. 


The most important feature of the weather of the month was the continued absence of 
rainfall in the east, particularly in Assam and Hast Bengal. Silchar and Dhubri received 
6 and 8 inches, res} ya the former case considerably less than half the average and 
in the latter about half, while in East Bengal there was an average defect of more than 
4 inches, In the other divisions of the Province the fall for the month was between 1 snd 
2 inches in defect, except in South-West Bengal, where very nearly the normal amount was 
received, and in Bihar, which was in slight excess. 

Showery weather was fairly continuous throughout the month, with no well-marked 
poriods of intense heat, except in the western districts. In this respect conditions were not 
unlike those of last year in same month, and the quantity of rainfall was very similar 
even to the rather large defect in East Bengal. But the comparison fails as regards Assam, 
in part of which the rainfall was as much in excess as in the present year it has been in 
defect. 


The course usually followed by cyclonic storms in May when leaving the Bay, is to the 
north or north-east, so that the very slight disturbance of that kind during the month 
under review was not exceptional. But the fact of its breaking up before it reached the 
coast is a feature of some importance, and the more important because a subsequent disturb- 
ance has behaved in a similar manner. It is not unusual for cyclonic disturbances, on which 
the development of monsoon conditions is largely dependent, to show similar peculiarities for 
months together, and in consequence of this feature, the progress of the early disturbances 
of the season give a fairly reliable indication of the character of the early part of the 
monsoon season, if not of the date of commencement. So far as can be gathered from 
what has ocourred since the beginning of May, the comparative absence of rainfall in Assam 
and the eastern parts of Bengal will not continue much longer. ' 

At the beginning of the month pressure and temperature both differed largely from the 
normal. The actually highest readings were reported from Assam, and there was a large 
excess in Bengal Proper, as well as, though to a smaller extent, in other parts. Temperature 
was high over the north of the Province, while in Orissa and the Circars, probably owing to 
the north-easterly winds set up by this high pressure in the north-east, it was exoeptionall 
cool. Scattered showers were falling in East and North Bengal and Orisea, Pressure fell 
on the following day, and continued to do so till the Sth, owing to the approach of a 
depression from the west. On the morning of tho 5th the area of lowest yure was in 
Orissa, where there was defect of about *2 inch, the fall during the previous 24 hours being *16 
inch on the coast between Coconada and False Point. Winds were irregular in Orissa, but 
generally there was a cyclonic arrangement, so that the prevailing direction was between 
east and north at all stations to the north of a line joining Gopalpur and Diamond Island, 
Though the depression was of considerable depth, there was less wind than usual on the 
coast of Orissa and the Circarr, the highvst velocity reported during those days being 19 
atlas an hour at Vizagapatam. On the 6th the depression was diffused over the east of 
the Bay. 


‘Weather was less settled than usual in Bengal while the disturbance was approachin, 
Orissa.

‘om Mri Regd to the 29th pressure was steadily rising at inland stations; and tho 
showery weather over the Province was due more to the steep gradient from east to west, 
which enabled the moist air following the previous disturbance to pass westward, than to a 
continuance of that disturbance, With the showery conditions temperature, which was several 
degrees above the pormal, fell considerably, and during the last few days comparatively cool 
weather became general over the Province. 

Pressure was less settled than usual during the greater part of the month; but in the 
absence of any large disturbance which would be likely to cause low readings of the 
barometer for a considerable length of time, or any marked condition of the atmosphere over 
an extended area, the oscillations were of short duration and generally about the normal for 
the time. Mean pressure for the month was, therefore, little different from the normal 

of the month as a whole and was generally above. Exoess was between ‘01 and ‘02 
inch at most of the stations in Bengal Proper and Driss, and practically normal in Bihar and 
Chota Nagpur. here was a slightly steeper gradient than usual from west to east over the 
centre of the Bay, as the difference from the normal varied from excess of *03 inch in the 
Circars to defect of ‘02 inch in the south of Burma. 

Temperature also underwent considerable oscillations about the normal, the changes 
being due chiefly to the occurrence of local thunderstorms with rain, exeept in the early part

DISi1RICT COMMUNIOATIONS.

Ciroular No, 20L.8 -G., dated the 26th July 1900, to Commissioners of Divisions. 
Replies to the above Circular from Commissioners of Divisions. 
In the cireular cited in the preamble it was stated that the Licutenant- 
Governor had under consideration the question of improving the financial 
position of District Boards in Bengal. It was pointed out that the revenués 
of the Boards were insufficiently elastic, that there had been for some time 
wae @, growing, though. unavoidable, tendency to divert to other objects the 
‘unds that should. have been devoted to the maintenance and improvement 
of communications, which are the most important function of these local 
anthoritios, and that for this reason the sums allotted for public works had 
failed to keep pace with the growing needs of the province. 
2. The plan which commended itself most to the Lieutenant-Governor 
was that of making over to the Boards a certain proportion—one-tenth being 
—of the receipts from the Public Works cess, and the Commissioners 
were, asked to favour Government with their opinions on the propose and 
-to suggest any feasible alternative plan which might occur to them. They 
were also asked to,state- whether the assignment of any allotment made should 
be by divisions or by districts. ‘ ' 
_ 8. he replies to this circular are substantially unanimous in spercring 
the foregoing aes One or two alternative proposals haye been made. The 
-chief of these are the suggestions to license markets and levy a fee for the 
i to. raise the maximum rate of the road cess, and to authorise the levy 
of tolls on roads and. bridges, The first of these is impracticable, The second 
> 

















is out of court, as involving an increase of taxation. The third has been more 
than once considered and rejected. In view of the representations that have 
now. been made by several Ai we scm officers, the Lieutenant-Governor will 
again consider it; but it must regarded as outside the scope of the present 
discussion, * 

Besides these, the suggestion has been revived that Government should 
make over to District Boards the proceeds of Provincial ferries within their 
jurisdictions. The reasons which make this plan inadmissible were stated in 
paragraph 18 of the circular, and the Lieutenant-Governor is unable to reopen 
the question, It has, however, been suggested that ferry receipts might be 
made oyer to District Boards in lieu of an equivalent proportion of the fixed 
assignment This-has-much to recommend it, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
has separately called for figures to enable him to work out the necessary 
adjustments, It does not affect the question of improving the financial 
position of the Boards. 

4, As to the mode of making the allotment, whether by divisions or by 
districts, there has been considerable pee of opinion. It appears to 
Government, however, that the balance of advantage is decidedly in favour of 
making it by divisions. It is doubtless possible that the Commissioner may 
experience some diffieulty in effecting a fair apportionment and in satisfying 
the reasonable expectations of the various District Boards that each will tive 
its claims fairly weighed. But his difficulty would be as nothing compared 
with that which the Provincial Government would experience if called upon 
to make an apportionment among 42 districts, possessing, as it does, nothin 
like the intimate knowledge of local wants, local capabilities, and loca 
compensations which it is the duty of every Commissioner to possess, In 
this view the Lieutenant-Governor ‘is confirmed by the report submitted by 
Mr. Faulder, Commissioner of Burdwan, who is the principal opponent of the 
system of divisional distribution, and whose report exhibits so thorough an 
acquaintance with the circumstances of his division as to justify the 
assurance that the apportionment could be entrusted to no better authority 
than himself. If it were possible to make the new assignments permanently 
or even for a term of years, there would be more to be said in favour of 
allotting to each district its own proportionate share of the grant, But as was 
plainly pointed out in paragraph 17 of the circular, it is not within the power 
of the Local Government to e any permanent alienation of any part of the 
Provincial revenues, The grants now made are made for this year only, and 
thovgh the Lieutenant-Governor will do his best to renew them as the state 
of the Provincial finances may admit, they must in no sense be looked upon as 
recurrent. The concession is one which Government is in no way bound to 
make. It-is given, as will be explained further below, for a icular 
the improvement of district communications; it is desi for the assistance 
of the more needy districts; and no district has any claim to participate in it 
as of right, nor any cause of complaint, even though it should receive no sh:

5, For the t, therefore, the Lieutenant-Governor has decided that

Firstly, the money now fre is to be spent exclusively on comimunica- 
tions Important as medical charity, education, and sanitary improvement may 
be, their urgency is less pressing than that of district and village roads, 
the eonstruction of feeders to railways, old and new, the bridging of rivers 
and khals, and the metalling of important lines of traffic,

Secondly—each Commissioner should select one or more specific works 
to be carried out with the money placed at his disposal; he should make

In a number of districts it would seem as if the 
visions of the law which authorize periodical revaluation after five years had 
nic made little use of. This impression may be erroneous, and it is also quite 
goon that a satisfactory explanation may be forthcoming in most cases. 
ut the information now available does not show whether the omission to 
revalue in any particular district has been advised and deliberate, or merely 
due to apathy and neglect. The subject is receiving the further attention 
of Government, and the Board of Revenue have been asked to draft rules 
+ and a return which will ensure that the question of revaluation shall be 
systematically brought up for consideration in each district as soon as the 
time falls due.
